40 GOVERNORS 
TO COME HERE 
MEMORIAL DAY 


Governors Thomas E. Dewey. of 


New.. York, John W. Bricker, of 
Ohio, and Earl Warren, of Califor- 
nia, the three governors most promi- 
nently mentioned for the Republi- 
can nomination for president, will 
be among the 40 or more governors 
who will. come to Gettysburg for 
the Memorial Day program on May 
30. 


Only a few of the governors will 


be unable to attend the conference 
in Harrisburg May 28-31. They in- 
clude Ernest H. Gruening. of Alaska; 
Walter S. Goodland, of Wisconsin; | 
Ingram M. Stainback, of Hawaii;! 
Rexford Guy Tugwell, of Puerto 
Rico, and Coke R. Stevenson, of 
Texas. 


Expect 40 Governors 


At least 40 governors will be here 


for the occasion. 


The governors are due to arrive 


in Gettysburg about 2:30 o'clock. 
They will attend a buffet luncheon 
at the executive mansion in Har- 
risburg after an executive session 
in the state capital. This will fol- 
low breakfast at the state capital 
cafeteria. 


Immediately after the luncheon 


the governors' will leave for Gettys- 
burg. Each car will have a special 
license plate and the order of the 
motor caravan will be according to 
the time of entry into the Union by 
each state. Pennsylvania will be 
third in line. A state trooper will 
be the chauffeur for each car. 


Arriving at Gettysburg the gover- 


nors will .go to the cemetery to wit- 
ne<s the strewing of flowers on the 
graves by school children. The ex- 
ercises at the rostrum will follow. 


Governorrieverett Saltonstall, of 


Massachusetts, will speak "for the 
North" 
and 
Governor E. Mel- 


ville Broughton. of North Carolina, 
•will speak "for the South." , 


There will be a "battery of photog- 


raphers and newspaper men, in- 
cluding newsreel crews to cover the 
program here. 
A coast-to-coast 


hookup will broadcast the program. 


Following the program in the 


cemetery . the governors will be 
escorted on a visit to the memorial 
or marker representing his state on 
the Battlefield. They will re-as- 
semble at Bloody Angle where Dr. 
J. Walter Coleman, superintendent 
of the Battlefield, will give a brief 
description of the battle. 


The governors will then return to 


Harrisburg for a state dinner at the 
Penn-Harris hotel.

, I ion dump, field dispatches declared today, 
Soviet Black sea pilots have “paralyzed the traffic of 
enemy ships” and only a small strip of coast is in German 
and Romanian hands, said a dispatch to the newspaper 
Pravda. 
I he dispatch said torpedo boats and the bi# guns of (hp 
Soviet fleet were blasting the enemy at the docks, littering 
the harbor with wreckage and German and Romanian bodies. 
Attempt To Sack Crimea 
(This dispatch indicating that ammunition stores were 
being destroyed may mean that the Germans are preparing 
to abandon the Naval base, and already arc trying to escape 
by sea.) 
The correspondent added that panic was mounting among 
the enemy, and that he had counted 
dead Romanians and 
Germans along less than a mile of highway between Sim­ 
feropol and Sevastopol. 
He said that the enemy had tried to sack the Crimea, 
loading many craft with pillaged goods, but forgot them in 
their haste to get away, just as they forgot their tanks and 
guns. 
Another Fourth Army force rammed southeast through 
the southern Crimean hill country 25 miles and captured the 
port of Alushta, 16 airline miles across the lower end of the 
peninsula from Sevastopol, and only 16 miles northeast of 
the strongly fortified port of Yalta, the Russian com­ 
munique said. 
Enemy Abandons Equipment 
Seizure of Alushta cut off a German force retreating down 
the coastal road from Feodosiya to the northeast and closed 
the trap on the German and Romanian troops herded into 
the Sevastopol sector. The other end of the trap was anchor­ 
ed on the west coast 20 miles below Yevpatoriya, dispatches 
reported. 
Gen. Andrei I. Yeremenko's independent Maritime Army, 
.surging in from the Kerch peninsula on eastern side of the 
Crimea, captured Karasubazar, 25 miles east of Simferopol, 
in an 11-mile advance and joined forces with Tolbukhin's 
left flank. Other Maritime Army columns drove west along 
the Kerch-Dzhankoi railroad and stormed the town of 
Ichki. 
A third force raced 16 miles down the coast and oc­ 
cupied Sudak and Uskut. 
Soviet Stormovik divebombers maintained a ceaseless pa­ 
rade over the retreating Germans and Romanians who were 
“abandoning not only trucks, rifles and ammunition. . . But 
even their own personal clothing, overcoats, boots, steel hel­ 
mets, kit bags and gas masks.”

However, back in his mind he 


nursed a hankering to delve into 
"aviation. He ha'd seen several, 
dog-fights over the trenches in 
France and he marveled at the 
pilots who piloted those "crates." 
In 1928 he started his flying 
career and in 1933 entered the 
commercial aviation field, found- 
ing the Boulevard Airport.

most of his time to exhibition 
flying, acrobatics that thrilled 
crowds throughout the east.

He knows, 
as many of us do, that his air- 
port Is serving a definite pur- 
pose. He recalls at least ten in- 
stances where Army and Navy 
pilots, lost ta fo?. or running low 
on gas, found haven at the Get- 
tysburg Airport. He has saved 
many thousands of dollars worth 
of planes, equipment and pre- 
cious lives. * * * 


"I'm going to'keep the* airport 


open. There'll be no money 
coming in but if I can mafce 
available one landing spot lor 
some lost flier I'll be happy . . . 
and this I propose to do so long 
as this war lasts. 


"I propose to maintain an air- 


port at Gettysburg, because I* 
not only like Gettysburg and the 
good citizens here, but I realize 
that this is an 'area that needs 
an airport. After the war we'll 
develop our program and un- 
less we encounter some unfore- 
seen obstacles well put and 
keep Gettysburg on the air map. 


"I'm a firm believer In the 


future of- aviation and 'I don't 
want Gettysburg to be left in 
the cold," Is the way "Dick" 
Bircher expressa It,

"Dick" Bircher backs up his 


flying enthusiasm. He is li- 
censed .to fly anything from "0" 
horsepower to 450 HP. He is 
licensed to fly land or sea planes 
and autogiros. He is certified 
to instruct in those planes in 
primary, secondary. and cross- 
country courses. 


He is a member of the Pri- 


vate 
Pilots' 
Association 
of 


America, Sportsmen's Pilots' As- 
sociation which he helped to 
found in 1933, "the Pylon club, 
the Quiet Birdmen and the Na- 
tional Aeronautical Association. 


Richard Bircher was born in 


Philadelphia in 1899, a son of 
the late Sara (Knight) Bircher 
and John Edwin Bircher. His 
father, who will observe his'90th 
birthday in November, makes 
his home with his son, on the 
fringe of the Gettysburg Air- 
port.
